Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is noted that applicants presented conflicting 
arguments as did in the previous remarks. On one hand, applicants insisted that disclosing a fully characterized antigen would satisfy the 
written description requirement of an antibody, which recognizes the extracellular portion of the antigen in its natural conformation. On 
the other hand, applicants believe the art-known method could not predictably produce the claimed antibody, even though the applicants 
used the same art-known method. These arguments have been addressed in the previous office actions. For example, pages 3 and 5 of 
the 10/20/04 action explained why knowing the art-known method, it is still necessary to describe the structure of the claimed antibody; 
and page 6 of the 10/20/04 action explained why there is a reasonable expectation of success in making the claimed antib once a fully 
characterized antigen is given and a method of producing such antibody (used by instant disclosure) is known in the art. 

The newly submitted declaration, supplemental declaration, and exhibit have not been considered for the reason given in box 8, and thus 
arguments based on these materials are moot. 
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
